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Hart Challenges 
Mrs. Poore’s Criticism 


‘Mrs. Poore has never taken the trouble 
to spend one minute with me to actually 
determine what is, or is not, being done to 
maintain school buildings,’ School Plant 
Engineer Al Hart said this week in a letter 
to the TOWNSMAN. 

Hart was responding to an article which 
appeared a week ago in which Selectmap 
Susan T. Poore was highly critical of 
school maintenance. She suggested to her 
colleagues at a selectmen’s meeting that 
responsibility for care of ‘the school plant 
be taken from the school superintendent 
and placed in the hands of the town 
manager and school committee. 

The plant engineer said that ‘‘During my

three years involvement with school 
building maintenance, I have never been 
asked by any town officials to sit down and 
explain my findings, my problems and my 
accomplishments in the area of plant 
engineering.”’ 

Hart said, ‘‘I believe that the townspeo- 
ple of Andover should have a much more 
accurate picture of what is happening to 
their school buildings than Mrs. Poore 
projects,’’ in his response to ‘‘Mrs. 
Poore’s dissatisfaction with the 
maintenance of school buildings as well as 
an implied dissatisfaction with the job be- 
ing performed by the plant engineer.”

Two privately inserted articles having 


to do with zoning and the zoning bylaws 


will not be recommended to Monday’s 


“Her statement that ‘‘In every school 
there are problems not of small 
magnitude”’ infers that all schools are be- 
ing completely neglected. This is an 
erroneous and irresponsible statement 
and does nothing but inflame the tax- 
payers of Andover unnecessarily. 

“T will agree that there are costly roof 
replacement projects planned for the im- 
mediate years ahead, but most of these 
result from the fact that some roofs have 
passed their normal life expectancy and 
should be replaced anyway. For these I 
have a very carefully planned program in-

town meeting for passage by the planning 
board, the board ruled at public hearings 
on planning warrant articles Tuesday 
night. 

An article proposing a change in the 
percentage of a buildable lot which must 
be non-wetland, and an article proposing 
the rezoning of a lot on North Main Street, 
received unfavorable reviews by the 
board. 

Four articles inserted by the board 
received no public criticism, and will be 
recommended by the board to voters at 
town meeting. They provide for: two ad- 
ditional associate members of the zoning 
board of appeals; restrictions on food sell- 
ing establishments to prevent so-called 
fast-food stores from opening in Andover; 
restrictions on hotels and motels which 
prevent the construction of a hotel or 
motel which is more than 30 feel tall or 
which is more than two stories tall; the 
appointment of a zoning administrator. 

The so-called 90 percent zoning bylaw is 
being challenged in article 13 of the 
warrant. The bylaw as it stands prohibits 
construction on a lot which does not have 
an area of dry land equal to 90 percent of 
the minimum buildable lot area for a par- 
ticular building zone. 

Builder Douglas Mifflin and others have 
inserted an article which would lower the 
requirements for non-wetlands to 20 per- 
cent of the area of a minimum buildable 
lot in a particular building zone. 

Representing Mifflin and other builders 


at the public hearing was Bill McCloud, a 


land use engineer. He said that the 20 per- 
cent figure entered in the warrant was a 
compromise, and that he felt here should 
be no restrictions at all. He said with 
proper engineering, and involvement of 
the conservation commission and the plan- 
ning board, certain wetlands would be 
buildable without affecting drainage. 

He called the 90 percent figure 
“overstringent.”’ 

The 90 percent restriction, McCloud 
said, did not address the difference 


between significant and non-significant 
wetlands. ‘‘I wouldn’t want to build on a 


lot that was 60-70 percent bona fide 
swamp,’’ he said, but he added that some 
wetlands could be filled and used for con-

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cluding anticipated costs. 

“With the exception of normal roofing 
replacements I know of no ‘“‘large 
magnitude problems in every school’’ that 
would prompt Mrs. Poore to make such 
unsubstantiated statements. If she had 
noted one or two examples, I may have 
agreed with her remarks, but you will 
notice that there were none. Second-hand 
or prejudiced information is not always 
the most reliable. 


“There are many reports available to 
Mrs. Poore and to anyone else that is in- 
terested which show the scope of projects 
undertaken in the three years that I have 
been in charge of school maintenance. You 
would have to agree that the work covers a 
wide range of projects and has been ac- 
complished with very few people. 


“T also have available many before-and- 
after photographs which show that con- 
siderable upgrading of facilities and 
equipment has indeed been accomplished 
in the past three years. Mechanical Equip- 
ment in all of the school buildings is now in 
a good state of repair as opposed to the 
deteriorated condition in which it was 
found three years ago, and many im- 
provements of a cosmetic nature have

been made. Constant repairs are being 


made to plant facilities and equipment as 
needs develop and many extra services 
are being provided to school personnel 
that are not strictly in the realm of 
building maintenance. 


There are always lists of chores to be 
done in every building, and regardless of 
the maintenance people available, there 
always will be such lists. Aside from the 
major repair work there are constant re- 
quests for additions and changes while 
preventive maintenance and special pro- 
jects also require a substantial amount of 
time. 


‘Should any person desire a meeting 
with me to discuss the subject of building 
maintenance I will gladly make myself 
available, and this includes Mrs. Poore.’”’

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The building of the proposed 208 homes 
on the former Andover Country Club 
property will eventually force the town to 
enlarge water mains and widen at least 
one road, Public Works Director Robert 
McQuade told selectmen Tuesday. 

The board was being briefed by 

-McQuade on the planned construction 
preliminary to hearing an application for 
water tie-in permits scheduled for Oct. 22. 

“In my opinion,’ McQuade said, “at 
some time we might be required to 
enlarge those mains in existing streets,” 
referring to Canterbury Road and 
Chandler Circle. 

He added that increased traffic on 
Chandler Circle, which is now a cul-de- 
sac, would eventually cause need for the 
road to be widened when a proposed road 
from the coutnry club development is tied 
in. 
‘‘We’ll be sitting here some night with 

our new neighbors and the people on 
Chandler Circle,’’ McQuade said, ‘‘hear- 
ing that it (the street widening) is right 
because of the extra traffic it’s holding.”’ 

Selectman Susan T. Poore objected to 
permitting the project to connect a new 
road into a cul-de-sac, which she said 
might be contrary to a town bylaw. She 
cited the case of the Partridge Hill 
Estates where a builder was prevented 
from connecting the ends of two cul-de- 
sacs and making a through street. 

She also objected to the beginning of the 
construction without a public hearing on 
the gravel removal which must take place 
to develop the land as planned. 

McQuade said, ‘‘There’s never been a 
gravel removal operation as big as this, in- 
cluding Foster’s Pond.” But, he added, the 
planning board can allow a developer to 
remove gravel ‘‘incident to the construc- 
tion of a subdivision,’ without holding 
public hearings for a gravel removal per- 
mit. 

McQuade said the plan presented for 
developing the site called for a great deal 
of gravel removal, but ‘‘I see no other way 
to develop this portion of land unless you 
just stopoped him from building. 

“It’s good, sound engineering judge- 
ment on his layouts, but he’s going to 
remove a lot of earth.” 

Poore suggested having the selectmen 
hold a public hearing on the gravel 
removal which is proposed. ‘‘This goes 
beyond what has happened before, so

maybe we should have a hearing on it,” 
she said, ‘‘The last thing an irate neighbor 
wants to hear is that a public hearing has 
already taken place.” 

Selectman Chairman Edward M. Harris 
said that the developer had done 
everything so far ‘‘according to Hoyle,” 
and that he could see no reason for holding 
a public hearing. 

Selectman James Abramson agreed, 
saying, ‘‘It would just open a bigger can or 
worms.”’

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Fall Town Meeting 
Convenes On Monday 


Interest in some special items on the 20- 
article agenda, should insure a quorum for 
the annual Fall town meeting scheduled to 
get underway Monday at 7:30 p.m. in West 
Junior High school auditorium. | 

The need to have 350 voters on hand to 
conduct the business for the October ses- 
sion should be insured by contractors and 
developers interested in a possible zoning 
regulation change governing building on 
wetlands. 


Also, school custodians have been arous- 
ed by the possible loss of civil service 
status in their positions, which is re- 
quested by the town. 

Other items facing the voters include 
repealing a bylaw making the October 
town meeting necessary; providing funds 
for completion of the River Road project, 
a decision on possibly joining the 
Northeast Solid Waste District, funds for 
energy conservation work in public 
buildings and adoption of a bylaw 
prohibiting fast food chains in the com- 
munity. 


As a further incentive toward obtaining 
a good voter turnout, town officials have 
indicated that the subject matter of the 20- 
article warrant indicates what the tran- 
saction of business would not take too 
long. 


Limiting the amount of land which can 
be used on which to build in wetland areas 
has brought objection from developers, 
who appeared before the planning board 
this week. They are expected to carry 
their objections to the floor of town 
meeting. 


School custodians this week objected to 
removing their civil service status which 
was won in a town election only a few 
years ago. 

Monday’s town meeting will be asked to 
approve petitioning the legislature to drop 
civil service protection for the custodians, 
and if approved, be placed before the elec- 
torate once again. 

The repealing of the bylaw which man- 
dates that a town meeting be held annually 
in October, was the prime subject for this 
Fall’s session. 

Selectman and Finance Committee 
believe that the time has arrived to 
eliminate such necessity and rely, rather, 
on the judgment of selectmen who can call 
a special meeting at any time during the 
year. 

In support of this, FinCom and 
selectmen point out that the Monday ses- 
sion will cost $4,000-$5,000 and the agenda 
contains little business which could not 
well be put off until the annaul town 


One item which requires attention at 
this time, is approval of funds for comple- 
tion of the Chapter 90 River Road 
reconstruction. The work is now underway 
and failure to approve additional funding 
Monday, will result in the project being 
shut down for the winter, until voters can 
act on the proposal in the Spring. The town 
must approve the expenditure, but the 
state will provide the funding. 


The Northeast Solid Waste District item 
is to allow the town to join in the regional 
plant to be built in North Andover and ser- 
vice area communities. Intent is to take 
solid waste tonnage from the area towns 
and cities and convert it to power. Under 
discussion and consideration for a number 
of years, this is the first time voters have 
had an opportunity to act on the matter. 


Voters will also be asked to approve a 
transfer of land from the school depart- 
ment to the Andover Housing Authority to 
allow construction of additional elderly 
and handicapped housing units. 

The AHA wants acreage adjacent to its 
present properties off Morton street and 
would take a small section of the 
playfields at the far end of the playstead. 

Approval would allow the AHA to 
proceed with final planning for the project 
for which the state has allocated funds. 


Mrs. Poore’s Liaison 
Duties Found Wanting 


Some members of the school committee 
and administration Tuesday night ob- 
jected to Selectman Susan Poore making 
school maintenance a public issue without 
going through proper channels. 

They said her suggestion to selectmen 
last week that the responsibility for 
maintenance of school buildings be taken 
away from the school department and 
given to the town manager and school 
committee was ‘‘dysfunctional,’’ and they 
also called her “‘ill-informed’’ on the ques- 
tion of school maintenance. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said he doesn’t 
know of anyone else who has worked as 
hard as Plant Engineer Al Hart, in the 
three years he has been in charge of school 
maintenance, and that he himself refused 
to take Poore’s suggestion personally. 

He objected to the issue being brought 
public “‘by an official who’s not well in- 
formed,’’ and said there are certain 
“paths that you follow’’ when there’s a 
question about the operations of a depart- 
ment. 

Responding to Poore’s comment that 
Hart was to have set up maintenance 
priorities — but that she hadn’t seen any 
— Seifert passed out copies of an exten- 
sive, five-year needs assessment study ‘‘to 
show that Mr. Hart hasn’t been sitting on 
his hands.”’ 

The school committee set a work ses- 
sion for Oct. 30 to go over the report in 
detail.

As for combining school and town 
maintenance, Viehmann said she’d be glad 
to talk about it ‘‘any time the selectmen 
want to.”’ 

She said she had constructed a letter to 
Col. Edward Harris, selectman chairman, 
“but I don’t know if it will have any 
effect.” 


Enrollment Figure Of 
2,000 Agreed Upon 


The school committee Tuesday night 
settled on a projected school population of 
9,000, ‘‘give or take a couple hundred,”’ 
and will be passing that figure on to the 
school building committee this week. 

They agreed on middle-of-the-road 
figures, somewhat higher than those 
recently projected by the Merrimack 
Valley Planning Commission, and lower 
than those set separately by former School 
Chairman Dayid Ahouse and the Declining 
Pnroltment*Committeety Joseph Baglio,- 
» “Based on the present 6-3-3 scheme, they 


estimated an elementary enrollment of 
2350 to 2550; junior high, 1300 to 1400 and 
high school, 1150 to 1250. They said they 
can make adjustments to accommodate 
other grade structure plans. 

Chairman Elaine Viehmann reminded 
the committee of earlier warnings by 
Ahouse and Baglio not to take the projec- 
tions as hard and fast rules. She said the 
two had said over and over that the figures 
are educated guestimates.: : 

‘1 (Everyone‘agrees that school population 
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Cardinal Cushing gymnasium has been 
recommended for sale by the special study 
committee named to look into its potential 
use as a town facility. 

The Haverhill street building acquired 
by the town as part of the purchase of 
Sacred Heart properties, was presented to 
the annual town meeting as a salable 
structure to the Andover Companies, with 
funds to be applied toward rebuilding of 
Recreation Park lodge. 

But, voters at the session deferred ap- 
proval of the sale, opting for a study to 
determine feasibility of retaining the 
structure for town use. 

The special study committee appointed 
by the town manager, reported to 
selectmen this week that the town sell the 
building. 

The unanimous vote was based on es- 
timated costs of repair of the structure 
and continued maintenance as compared 
to potential town use of the building. 

The committee was not specific as to 
the disposal of the building but did recom- 
mend that protective covenants be applied 
to maintain the residential character of 
the neighborhood and prevent commercial 
encroachment into the area. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said

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Some Town Meeting 
Observations 


Andover will go through its annual Fall exercise in 
democracy Monday night when town meeting convenes 
in the West Junior High auditorium at 7:30 p.m. 

While there was some concern earlier about the 
possibility of not obtaining a quorum, such a conse- 
quence now seems unlikely, with interests in some 
special items on the agenda becoming an attraction. 

Our general thoughts about the town meeting system 
are pretty generally well-known — in brief, it has outliv- 
ed its usefulness as a viable manner of operating a 
multi-million dollar corporate entity. 

But as long as it remains the manner in which the 
town of Andover operates, then we must follow through 
with following that ‘‘purest form of democracy.”’ 

A quick glance at the agenda for Monday’s session, 
finds one item of redeeming quality to warrant the call- 
ing of this fall session — namely an article to do away 
with the necessity of having an October session. 

As for the rest of the warrant, there is hardly 
anything that couldn’t wait until the annual session next 
spring, thus saving the town somewhere in the vicinity 
of $4,000-$5,000 in the process. 

Selectmen have the authority to call special town 
meetings when the need arises and we feel their judge- 
ment sufficient to rely on if the voters are required to 
act on special matters quickly. Also, the electorate can 
petition for the calling of a special session through peti- 
tion. 

That would seem sufficient reason to get rid of the 
bylaw which now requires Andover to call a town 
meeting every October. 

In recent years the October session was called, a 
quorum was not obtained, the meeting cancelled and 
the business put over to the annual session. 


cond night was required to complete action on the 
warrant, a quorum was ae thus adjournment of 
the meeting. 

Obtaining and holding a a quorum for major business is 
difficult enough, even at annual town meetings in some 
years, therefore it would seem logical to now eliminate 
the October session and rely on administrative judge- 
ment to determine if some important matter requires 
the town’s attention. 

As long as the meeting is to be held, it is wise that the 
voters put forth their best effort to attend and approve 
such items as funds to complete River Road reconstruc- 
tion and allow transfer of land from the school depart- 
ment to the Andover Housing Authority. 

River Road construction is already underway and is 
intended to improve traffic conditions for the industrial 
development in the area. Without approval on Monday, 
the project will be shut down until the Spring town 
meeting gives its approval. With work underway it just 
makes good sense to keep the project going and reduce 
the inconvenience for those in the River Road area. 

The land transfer is to provide the Housing Authority 
with acreage to build another elderly-handicapped hous- 
ing project. There are state funds assigned to Andover 
for the project and a waiting list in the AHA office of 
many qualified tenants waiting for units to become 
available. 

Neither of the projects require local funding, the state 
being the ultimate financial provider on both. 

As added incentive to making an extra effort to attend 
the session Monday, the overall agenda would appear to 
not pose any threat to being extended over a one night 
period. Matter of fact, the business could be disposed of 
quite quickly, for the most part, and we recommend

21, 1976, killer agents in the 
pay of her husband set off a 
car bomb and murdered 
Orlando Letelier, a freedom- 
loving refugee foe of the 
Chilean regime. A young 
American co-worker of 
Letelier’s, Ronni Moffitt, 
also died in the explosion 
that was heard even in the 
quiet confines of the Embas- 
sy Row Hotel. 

An American, Michael 
Townley, and three right- 
wing Cuban refugees were 
convicted of the murders. A 
US. grand jury also.indicted 
three of Gen. Pinochet’s top 
secret police henchmen on 
charges of having instigated 
the monstrous crime. 

Less than three years 
after the political assassina- 
tion, Lucia Pinochet swept 
into the Embasssy Row with 
her daughter, her son-in-law, 
a personal secretary and six 
bodyguards. They took over 
nearly an entire floor of the 
swank hotel for a week’s 
stay while the general’s wife 
and daughter indulged them- 
selves in a shopping spree. 
The hotel tab ran around 
$5,000 at least.

Chilean embassy would 
comment on her visit but 
Lucia Pinochet’s flying vis- 
its to this country are kept 
secret for a reason. 

Her brutal dictator 
husband, Augusto Pinochet, 
has been trying to improve 
his image of late in the face 
of charges that DINA, his 
secret gestapo, has been tor- 
turing political prisoners 
and repressing the Chilean 
people with iron-fisted 
tyranny. He’s pronounced 
some economic reforms in 
hope of arresting the fer- 
ment of the poor in his coun- 
try and allaying the odium 
he’s held in by almost every 
government abroad. 

In the Pinochet govern- 
ment, his wife has been cast 
in the role of an Evita 
Peron, wife of the World 
War II fascist Argentine 
strongman who curried 
favor with the masses while 
lapping it up in private luxu- 
ry.

Upsetting Wilmington, 14-8

As the final few seconds ticked off the 
scoreboard clock, Andover High football 
players Mel Berger and Tom Walsh 
signalled victory by clasping hands and 
slapping one another on the back. 

It was almost a month coming, but the 
Golden Warriors finally registered their 
first victory by upsetting favored 
Wilmington 14-8 last Saturday. 

Two electrifying scoring plays just 76 
seconds apart in the second quarter gave 
AHS a 14-0 lead, and Coach Dick Collins’ 
crew then held off the fired-up Wildcats 
over the last two periods. 

Walsh and Berger combined on a spec- 
tacular 34 yard touchdown pass, and less 
than two minutes later fleet safety Jim 
Lacourse intercepted a John Roberge pass 
and sprinted 66 yards down the right 
sideline for the eventual winning TD. 

The victory snapped a three-game An- 
dover losing streak, leaving the club at 1-3- 
0 overall and 1-2-0 in the Merrimack 
Valley Conference. 

Previously-undefeated Wilmington, co- 
favored with Chelmsford to win the 
Conference championship- this Fall, 
slipped to 2-1-0 after prior routs of 
Lawrence Central Catholic (21-0) and 
Austin Prep (44-0). 


Ritchie Wary 

The victory was Andover’s third 
straight against Wilmington, all by close 
margins. 

In 1977 the Golden Warriors came-from- 
behind on the final play of the game, 
chalking up a 14-10 victory on a last-ditch 
bomb from quarterback Dan Welsh to 
Rick Collins who dragged two defenders 
into the endzone with him. 

Last year AHS notched a 21-14 decision, 
pulling it out in the dying moments as Tom 
Walsh replaced the injured Manny Silva 
(shoulder) and pitched a 20-yard TD pass 
over the middle to Paul Farnham. 

“T just can’t believe Andover has lot 
three straight games,”’ observed a wary 
Wildcats’ Coach John Ritchie prior to the 
contest. ‘‘They’re too good a football team 
for that.” 

Ritchie remembered Walsh from the 
1978 game. 

“IT understand he hasn’t had much time 
to throw this year, but if he gets that time 
we could be in some trouble,’’ Ritchie add- 
ed. 

Walsh had life a little easier this past 
week .. . but not much. He was sacked 
“only” four times for 39 yards in losses, 
compared with six times for minus 64 
yards and the previous week against 
Tewksbury. 


Statistics 

Statistically the edge belonged to 
Wilmington, which led in first downs (11- 
7), yards rushing (153-77), total yardage 
from scrimmage (183-119), scrimmage 
plays (56-45) and time of possession (23:17 
to 16:43). 

Andover did considerably better than 
Austin Prep, however, as the Cougars 
didn’t manage one first down the entire 
game. 


No Aerial Duel 

Although it was an extremely windy 
day, there were expectations that both 
quarterbacks would fill the air with foot- 
balls. 

Andover normally throws between 20-30 
times per game, while Wilmington 
possesses one of the premiere quarter- 
backs in Eastern Massachusetts. 

Raperee | led: Division I’ in touchdown’ 
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passes last Fall with 12, and in limited ser- 
vice this season had completed 12-of-17 
passes for close to 200 yards and three 
touchdowns. 

However, the Golden Warriors ended up 
throwing only six and completing two, 
while Roberge was 5-for-13 and became 
gun-shy after having three intercepted. 


Lacourse Lightning 

Neither team mounted much of an 
offense in the scoreless first period. 

Wilmington received the opening kickoff 
(Andover choosing to take the wind after 
winning the toss), and moved to midfield 
on a 16 yard pass from Roberge to Joe 
Burbine plus four rushes by Chris Briggs 
for another 16 yards. 

An offside penalty and incomplete pass 
Stalled the drive, but Briggs pinned An- 
dover deep in its territory with a fine punt. 

Short bursts by Dave Nardone and 
Berger, along with an eight-yard pass to 
Lacourse, moved the ball to the Warriors’ 
30 before Nardone punted. 

The AHS defense did some sacking of its 
own late in the quarter, as Dan Sirois and 
Jeff Gross nailed Roberge for a five yard 
loss, and Noel Pizarro joined Jim DePiano 
for a 12 yard sack. 

The Golden Warriors barely missed con- 
nections on a potential 65-yard TD pass on 
the final play of the period, with Berger 
unable to hold Walsh’s long bomb at the 
Wilmington 22 yard line. 

The first of three interceptions set up 
the initial AHS touchdown, as Bruce 
Turgiss picked the ball off at the 
Wilmington 34 during the opening minute 
of the second period. 

Walsh wasted no time taking advantage 
of the turnover, lofting a 34 yard TD pass 
to Berger on the next play. 

It wasn’t quite as easy as it sounds, 
however. 

The Wildcats’ defensive pursuit forced 
Walsh to scramble for survival to the left 
sideline, where he uncorked a strong 
sidearm toss against the wind. 

The ball barely eluded safety Dave 
Woods, and Berger came up with an out- 
standing fingertip grab in the endzone. 

It was Walsh’s third touchdown pass of 
the season, and Berger’s second six- 
pointer of the year. 

Junior Mike Reilly split the uprights 
with the conversion kick, giving Andover a 
7-0 lead 35 seconds into the quarter. 

Three plays after Reilly’s subsequent 
kickoff, lightning struck again in the per- 
son of Lacourse. 

Roberge was hit just as he released a 
pass, with the ball overshooting the in- 
tended receiver and going directly to 
Lacourse at the Andover 34. 

Lacourse, the state Class B 50 yard dash 
runner-up last winter, cut towards the 
right sideline and shifted into overdrive. 

There wasn’t a Wilmington player 
within 15 yards as he cruised the 66 yards 
for his second touchdown of the season. 

Reilly once again toed the conversion 
for a 14-0 bulge at 1:51 of the period. 


Wildcats’ Claw Back 

There were no serious threats by either 
team for the remainder of the half, and 
Wilmington’s deepest penetration was to 
the Andover 43. 

The Wildcats came out scratching and 
clawing in the third quarter, taking the 
opening kickoff and marching 76 yards in 
15 running plays for their only touchdown 
of the game.

will go down, she said; the question is how 
far down. 

There is also general agreement that the 
population will level off at some point. 
However, she said they will be able to see 
that coming five years ahead of time just 
by watching the birth rate. If it turns up- 
ward, she said, they’d know that the 
school enrollment would change accor- 
dingly in five years. 

She added that it is important to review 
their projections every year, but that they 
could easily be off by 100 at the secondary 
level and it wouldn’t make too big a 
difference. 

They expect the secondary enrollment 
to remain more steady while the elemen- 
tary enrollment continues to decline.

struction. 

McCloud said the 90 percent rule could 
affect the economics of developing land in 
Andover. There are potential conditions 
under which a parcel of property would 
yield fewer lots because of the rule, accor- 
ding to McCloud, and so make the builder 
less money. 

Other town bylaws sufficiently 
protected land in Andover from being im- 
properly developed, McCloud said. 

Responding to McCloud, Community 
Development Director Rhys Kear pointed 
out that wetlands are not just land that is 
wet, but land which contains 
characteristic vegetation.

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These wetlands as defined by statute 
protect the quality of ground and surface 
water, turn inorganic nutrients into 
organic nutrients, prevent severe and dir- 
ty runoff of water, and can store water in 
times of storms, like a sponge, to prevent 
flooding, and release water in times of 
drought. One acre of marsh, Kear said, 
could hold 300,000 gallons of water. 

Kear added that the 90 percent rule had 
never led to a builder building fewer lots 
than he could have without the rule. 
Cluster zoning, which sets aside in central 
areas wetlands for several housing lots, 
was the design method which allowed this, 
Kear said. 

If a builder felt the bylaw was restric- 
ting the number of lots he could build on a 
parcel, Kear said, he could seek relief 
from the zoning board of appeals. 

“If I had been on the staff when the 
bylaw was written,’’ Kear said, ‘‘I would 
have recommended 100 percent.’’ 

Planning Board Chairman David 
Erickson said that he did not think the 90 
percent rule was written to reduce the 
amount of construction in Andover. ‘‘If 
you feel we’re trying to keep building 
down,’”’ Erickson said, ‘“‘We’re doing a 
lousy job. We’re already ahead of last 
year’s building total.’’ 

In other business, an appeal was made 
by Atty. Gerald Lewis for Thomas Baren- 
boim to rezone the property at 186 North 
Main St. as general business. It is current- 
ly half industrial and half residential. 

Lewis said the house would be refur- 
bished, the property landscaped, and a 
parking lot build in the rear if the zoning 
change is granted.

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Erickson said that businesses now sur- 
rounding the property in question are not 
zoned general business, but are operating 
as business establishments on zoning 
variances. This, he said, would make the 
rezoning requested a case of spot zoning, 
which the board does not support as a 
general policy. 

He added that a rezoning of a portion of 
Main Street was being considered to ac- 
commodate professional offices and 
provide a buffer zone between the general 
business district and the residential dis- 
trict on North Main Street. This possibility 
might take the form of a town meeting 
warrant article as early as next spring, 
Erickson said.
